SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Rochester: 


The Superintending School Committee submit 
their annual report for the year ending March, 1875. 

The success of our schools this year, we think, com- 
pare favorably with that of former years. 

Many of the teachers have possessed the requisite 
qualifications for success,and their schools have exhib- 
_ ited marked progress in mental, and also moral cul- 
ture ; while some, we fear, have lacked the proper en- 
dowments for successful teachers, and their schools 
have suffered to some extent in consequence. 

Prudential Committeés, in the selection of teachers 
to take charge of the intellectual and moral training of 
the youth, are called to the discharge of very respon- 
sible duties. Persons possessing the needful qualifi- 
cations for teachers—the proper literary attainments, 
patience, firmness, discretion, energy and aptness to 
teach—are rare indeed ; and much care and precaution 
should be exercised in their selection, to the end that 
the services of only the best may be secured, though 
additional expense may be incurred and the terms be 
shorter; for a short good school is always preferable 
to a poor one, however long the terms. We would 
also urge upon their attention the importance of secur. 
ing teachers early in the year, before other localities 
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have culled out the best; and, if possible, before the 
friends and relatives of incompetent teachers have 
time to importune them. 

Thoroughness is all-essential to every good school. 
The aim should be not so much to get through a 
book as to master it,—every lesson and topic—com- 
pletely. Scholars thus reap the full benefits of what- 
ever useful information the books contain, and also find 
their minds disciplined, strengthened and invigorated 
thereby, and better prepared to master more advanced 
and difficult studies. Indeed, thoroughness will be 
found to facilitate rapid advancement, and to enable 
scholars to obtain a good education at less cost of time 
even, than a superficial one. 

One obstacle, and by no means the least, ns Atte 
needed reform, is inconstancy of attendance. It effec- 
tually prevents all thoroughness on the part of the — 
delinquents, and, by discouraging, destroys all interest 
in their studies. This evil, however, does not end here. 
If the schdols be well classified, it extends to all those 
in the same class, and retards likewise the punctual— 
causing the innocent as well as the erring to suffer. | 


Another hindrance ‘to. thoroughness, especially in 
mathematics, is the lack of sufficient space of black- 
board. _When sufficiently extensive and properly used, 
the board enables teachers to detect superficiality and 
to. correct the habit, aids the pupils to rapidity and 
ease in writing, gives confidence: and cultivates the 
power to readily communicate their ideas. It should 
be sufficiently extensive in every school-room to allow 
all the members of the largest classes to work on it at 
the same time. And yet not one in the town, un- 
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less it be the High School room, has such a supply; 
and not:more than three or four have more than enough- 
to accommodate two scholars at once, though we have: 
many neat and otherwise convenient school-houses. 
The fact: that this convenienee can be secured at trifling 
expense, makes its want the more to be regretted. It 
is hoped that in building or repairing school-rooms: 
hereafter, care will be given to this matter. Let there 
be a walk entirely around the room between the seats 
and the walls—in rear as well as at the sides—and 
bave all the walls in the room above the ceiling as high: 
as scholars can. conveniently reach, done off in hard 
finish and painted for blackboard purposes. The ad- 
ditional expense at such timés would hardly be notice- 
able. tis 

It is believed that much time is nearly wasted by 
delving in Greenleaf’s National Arithmetic, to the det- 
riment of other useful studies; that the mind could 
be better disciplined and more :profitable information. 
acquired by pursuing some of the sciences, now neg- 
lected to give place for .this unnecessary text-book, 
which is always superficially taught and its principles: 
ily understood, by reason of its abstruseness. The 
Common School Arithmetic contains quite enough 
for the actual requirements of life, and is as much of 
Arithmetic as is to be found in the best graded schools 
in the country. Its greater simplicity causes it to be 
more thoroughly taught and better understood tham 
the National. It is to be regretted that the latter book 
ever found a place in our common schools; and its 
early banishment therefrom we are convinced woulé 
be beneficial. 
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A High School, accessible to all scholars of the town, 
upon the attainment of certain qualifications, is much 
to be-desired. For such a school the statutes make 
provision, and it would in no wise interfere with the 
present district system. ‘In the lower grades it would 
be an incentive to scholars, and the qualifications pre- 
scribed for entering it would serve to compel due at- 
tention to be given to all the elementary studies alike. 
While scholars in easy circumstances could by means 
of it more economically acquire an education at home 
than abroad, it would also enable many a poor, but 
earnest student to obtain an education, who would 

- otherwise be deprived of it. 

Little has been expended upon school-houses the 
past year. No new ones have been built. The house 
in district No. 10 has been repaired at an expense of 
about $75, and now presents quite a neat and tidy ap- 
pearance within and without. It is to’ be regretted, 
however, that it was not provided with good black- 
board facilities. | 

Lastly, parents and citizens should make more fre- 
quent visits to the school-room. They would thus en- 
courage and stimulate both scholars and teachers. In 
districts where this custom prevails, are invariably to 
be found our best schools. *

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The Superintending School Committee for District 
No. 8, present the following report of the general con- 
dition and success of the schools under their super- 
vision for the year ending March, 1875. 

Your Committee are happy to report that there has 
been throughout the year a highly gratifying degree 
of prosperity and success in the various schools in this 
District. ‘hes 

During the first term of the year, one or two of the 
Primary schools were much interrupted by measles. 
The school on Elm-st. was nearly broken up in conse- 
quence of this disease, nearly one half the pupils 
being affected by it, and also the teacher, who was un- 
able to return to her position the following term. With 
a change of teacher, and another epidemic, the pro- 
gress of the second term was.also much retarded. The 
winter term, however, proved a more successful one, 
and showed a marked improvement in every respect 
over the preceding ones. Through the fidelity and 
zeal of the new teacher, much of the lost ground was 
recovered, and at the close of the term it compared 
favorably with the other primaries. 

During the winter term, the Main-st Primary was 
invaded by whooping cough, and fora time its num- 
bers were somewhat depleted. These epidemics, to- 
gether with the extreme severity of the weather, should 
be taken into consideration, in judging of the average 
attendance of the little folks. 

In the last annual report, reference was made to the . 
beneficial results already achieved by the recent gra- 
dation of our schools. It was stated in substance, 
that although much had been accomplished, still the 
work was not finished. 


“ 
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The thorough classification of schools, of course, 
requires time as well as faithful, persistent effort.— 
It could not be expected that classes could at 
once be brought to the rank of those in towns» 
where the system has been established for years. The 
first year or two would necessarily be preparatory. 
That there has been decided progress in this direction, 
during the past year, we think is clearly apparent to 
all who have watched the schools. The closing 
examinations evinced that the work assigned for the 
year, had been more thoroughly performed than in the 
previous year, and that pupils of every grade were 
much better prepared for advancement. The same 
teachers, with two exceptions, have been employed 
during the year as in the preceding; and the Com- 
mittee feel that a large measure of praise is justly due 
them for the unremitting zeal and fidelity with which 
they have performed their duties. Parents, too, have 
lent much encouragement to the cause, by visiting 
schools and attending examinations. One of the most 
effective means of stimulating pupils, is an interest on 
the part of parents. It is also a great incentive to the 
teachers. 


A most important requisite to the success of a sys- 
tem in our schools, is regularity of attendance. It is 
no less important to the pupil. Irregularity not, only 
breaks up the uniformity of the class, but, effectually 
hinders all the advancement in the pupil. A scholar 
who is absent now and then a day, or the most of a 
week, or having been an entire term, stays out the 
next, “cannot keep up with the class,” neither can he 
acquire accurate aud practical knowledge. If dropped 
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ack to the next class, much of the time must be spent 
an going over the same old ground, until it becomes 
wearisome and he loses all interest. If the atteraptis 
amade to go forward, he finds himself overtaxed by the 
effort of making up lost lessons and often gets dis- 
couraged. Did parents more’ fully realize this evil, 
ave are sure they would do much to lessen it. 

_ ‘The great and pressing need of our schools at this 
time, is that of more and better accommodations. The 
lack of suitable room is perhaps the most serious dif- 
ficulty with which we have to contend. The building 
on Wakefield-st. is cramped, dirty and dilapidated— — 
an fact, a disgrace—as those who attended the recent 
examinations need not be told. . Its size is entirely in- 
adequate to the number of scholars, and we hope it 
aay at an early day give place toa larger and more 
gonvenient house. The Hall school suffers much from 
“he unfitness of the room. The Grammar school, too, 
sperhaps the most important of all, from the fact that 
@ large proportion of our scholars graduate here, needs 
more room and blackboard space. Our Primary schools, 
“£00, are to a great extent destitute of desks—a most 
aémportant convenience for the little child. 


Your Committee feel that they cannot too urgently 
commend this subject to the attention of the district. 
Herewith are submitted tabular and other statistics,

One class of the High School as now constituted, 
properly belongs to the Grammar School, and _ their 
studies are not prescribed in the foregoing course, but 
are to be found in the Grammar School course of 
study. 
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
